To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
I  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1925. 

In  this  year  ’s  statistics  the  figures  17,390 — as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General — have  been  used  for  the  estimated  population. 

There  has  been  an  abnormally  low  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever; 
the  number  of  cases  notified  being  the  least  since  1913. 

The  Death  Rate  for  Litherland  residents,  including  deaths 
in  Hospitals,  etc.,  is  12.9,  as  last  year,  which  was  the  lowest 
Death  Rate  recorded.  This  year,  however,  the  Registrar  General 
has  introduced  a  standardising  factor  of  1.096,  which  gives  a 
corrected  Death  Rate  of  14.2  per  1,000. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  20.3  per  1,000,  and  is  the  lowest  Birth  Rate 
recorded  since  1912. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  79.09  per  1,000'  births,  and 
the  Zymotic  Death  Rate  .72. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  which  came  into  operation  on 
13th  July,  1925,  deals  with  Tuberculosis  in  bovines.  Twenty-five 
samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  ; 
which  were  found  in  two*  instances.  Advantage  was  taken  of  the 
Order,  and  two  animals  were  finally  slaughtered.  A  number  of 
samples  were  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  but 
noi  prosecutions  were  necessary.  The  Public  Analyst’s  report 
shewed  one  sample  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  fat,  and  the  vendor 
was  cautioned. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Health  of  the  population  has  been 
remarkably  good,  particularly  in  regard  to  Infectious  Disease. 

This  is  very  gratifying,  taking  into  consideration  the  amount 
of  unemployment  in  the  district,  and  the  poverty  which  usually 
follows.

The  Urban  District  of  Litherland  is  situate  five  miles  from 
Liverpool,  in  a  Northerly  direction ;  it  is  bounded  on  the  North  by 
the  Sefton  Rural  District,  on  the  South  and  East  by  the  County 
Borough  of  Bootle,  and  on  the  West  by  the  W ate r I oo- w i t h - S e af or t h 
Cuban  District. 

The  district  is  divided  by  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal.

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

NOTICES  SERVED,  &c. 

During  the  year  721  inspections  were  made  in  reference  to 
complaints. 

595  Preliminary  Notices  referring  to  nuisances  and  general 
dilapidations  were  served,  and  in  due  course  complied  with. 

It  was  necessary  in  numerous  instances,  however,  to  inter¬ 
view  and  write  to  the  persons  concerned,  drawing  their  attention 
to  notices  which  had  not  received  prompt  attention. 

In  22  instances  Nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Health 
Committee,  and  Statutory  Notices  served. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  necessary. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY. — The  food 
exposed  for  sale  in  the  district  has  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time,  and  in  many  instances  improved  conditons  have  been 
obtained. 

Several  carcases  were  destroyed,  being  diseased  and  unfit 
for  human  consumption. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  MEAT  PECULATIONS.— All  meat 
vendors  were  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the  regulations  and  inter¬ 
viewed  in  connection  therewith.  In  two  instances  it  was 
necessary  to1  bring  pressure  to  bear,  but  now  all  shop  windows  in 
the  district  are  kept  closed.  In  several  cases  new  windows  have 
been  fixed. 

BAKEHOUSES.— Number  on  register,  9.  The  premises  are 
all  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  are  well  conducted. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS.—  Number  of 
cowkeepers  on  register,  8;  number  of  milk  shops  (other  than  cow- 
keepers),  11.  In  several  instances  it  was  necessary  to1  require  the 
removal  of  various  objectionable  articles  from  the  dairies  and 
milkshops,  but  in  every  ca-se  my  requests  were  complied  with. 
On  the  whole  a  fairly  high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained. 

MILK  SAMPLES. — 1 Twenty-five  samples  were  taken  for  the 
discovery  of  Tuberculosis  among  cattle.  Only  one  sample  proyed 
positive,”  and  the  animal  was  afterwards  slaughtered  and  com¬ 
pensation  paid  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  Other 
samples  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  proved  to 
be  genuine,  with  one  exception.  In  this  case  the  percentage  of 
fat  was  low,  but  it  was  not  considered  advisable  to  proceed  against 
the  vendor. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. — There  is  only  one  “  private  ” 
slaughter-house  within  the  district,  practically  the  whole  of  the 
meat  supply  coming  into  the  district  from  the  Birkenhead  and 
Liverpool  lairages,  and  the  surrounding  Rural  District  of  S  eft  on. 

FISH  FRYING  SHOPS. — There  are  11  fish  and  chip  potato 
vendors  established  within  the  district.  The  premises  have  been 
visited  from  time  to  time  and  are  maintained  in  a  generallv 
satisfactory  condition. 

ASH  PUS  TO  BIN  SI  STEM. — This  year  63  ashpits  have 
been  abolished,  and  galvanised  iron  bins  provided.  The  total 
number  of  conversions  during  the  five  years,  1921-25,  is  962,  there 
are  yet  388  ashpits  remaining,  but  these  are  in  fair  condition.
